AST year I addreffed feyeral let- 
ters to you for publication, in which |] 
pointed out, in my plain home-{pun way, 
the various afts by which defigning politi- 
cians deceive and miflead thofe upright 
and well-meaning men, whofe means of 
information are neceffarily limited.

INSURRECTION IN IRELAND.

LIVERPOOL, JULY 28. 
Gopy of a letter from Dublin, dated Sunday, eleven 
o'clock 24th current, to a merchant in this town. 


« DEAR SIR, 


** You will be fhocked to hear that we are 
at this moment ina more alarming fituation 
than at any period during the unfortunate 
rebellion: At an early hour yefterday eve- 
ning, a variety of inflamatory proclama- 
tions were dittributed in every part of the 
town, calling on people to unite as betore, 
in oppofition to Englith oppreflion, &c. 
and at fo early an hour as eight o'clock, a 
j ree party forced into the Lord Mayor's, 
and feized all the arms and pikes which 
were inthe houfe, and about ten o'clocka 
general engagement took place in the neigh- 
borhood of James-ftreet, Thomas-flreet, 
and in every part of the liberty. Lord 
Kilwarden (the Chief Juftice of the King’s 
Bench) coming into town about g o'clock, 
was forced out of his carriage in James- 
flreet, with his nephew and were both kil- 
led by the pikes. 

** Col. Brown of the a:ff, anda tew 
more officers, and feveral of the foldiery 
and yeomen have unfortunately been kil- 
led, together with a great number who ap. 
pear olthe very loweft order. But what is 
the moft alarming, is that their plots have 
been carried on with fuch fecrecy that they 
are notyet difcovered, notwrhilanding 
feveral prifoners were taken. Mr, Clark, 
of Palmerfton, cotton manufa&turer, was 
thot on Arron Quay, at 8 o’clock inthe 
evening : and it appears there were feve- 
ral parties colle&ing, in 7ifferent parts of 
the town at avery early hour. The Privy 
Council has been fitting at the caftie the/e 
two hours paft, and itis expected martial- 
law will be proclaimed immediately. 
There are feveral gallows’s ereéted in dif- 

ferent parts of the town and the executions 
it is fuppofed will be innumerable, as there 
are about “100 prifoners taken. They do 
not feem to have any leaders of confe- 
i ; the only one taken is a man ot 
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e name of M’Cabe,a publican, at whofe 
houfe there has been got about 1000 pikes 
and 600 rounds of ball cartridge. We have 


not yet heard of any difturbance inthe 
country, and all the coaches have arrived 


this morning.

This I have not yet completely difcovered.

portance has been given to public opinion 
in circumftances in which it ought to have 
been oppofed or difregarded. I know not, 
but it appears to me to be neceffary inftant 
ly to break al! the habits which great bod- 
ies of the people have contraéted by the rev- 
olution. Thus conduéted to obedience 
by firm meafures, they will feel lefs inter- 
efted in the changes which the return of or- 
_ der requires, and we {hall at the {ame time 
be more at liberty to attempt thefe changes. 
. The French are, in general, ot an un- 
quiet and difcontented difpofition.—That 
levity with which they were reproached, 
and which fome fkilful minifters have tur- 
ned to their advantage, in eftablifhing abfo- 








| lute authority, nolonger exits, It is re- 
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Lyons by circum{pe€tion and reftleffnefs,

| nation to accommodate itfelf toa temper. 
ate authority ? 

‘* Tam pretty well fatisfied with the rie 
proprietors. ‘They have that refpett and 
deference for the government, which we 
are entiled to require of them. Bhat, per. 
haps, they have not difplayed fuffcient 
confequence—perhaps they have thewn 
little anxiety to involve themfelves in its 
defliny-—and, finally, they have, perhaps, 
made too few facrifices for fupporting it in 
1s embarraf{ments ; but this is not the pro- 
per moment tor inveftigating all thefe iub- 
ye&ts of diffausfe@tion. It is, however, 
neceffary, to difcover the caufe of this un. 
certainty and coldnefs in the public opin- 
ion, and toremedy it promptly by rong 
meafures and vigorous inftitutions. 





‘* T know, thatin general, the new gov- 
ernment is reproached for tts expences.— 
It, howeve-, the peop'e could reafon when 
their wants are in queflion, tt would be ea. 
fy to prove that the expences which are fo 
difacreeable to them, fallin a very {mall 
proportion on the public trealure ; but we 
well know that the multitude are incapable 
of entering into fuch details. The Revo- 
lution has rendered them jealous of every 
thing conneéted with rank and {plendour ; 
but tothat, it 1s proper their minds fhould 
be habituated. As to the burthren of tax- 
es, Lam of opinion, that it is not fufl- 
ciently diiguifed, anc that 1 may be aug- 
menied, without being fo fenfibly felt. It 
is the opinion of Financiers that too much 
is leviedon land. Wemuft have recourle 
to indirect taxation, but that requires ao 
extended commerce ; and this war, whitch 
I could neither prevent or delay, has deran- 
ged all my plans for the refloration of ouf 
indufiry and navigation. I hope, bowev- 
er, that with the aid of {ome regular tribe 
utes which we have a rip ht to require from 
our neighbours, either for the benefits 
which they -have received, or which we 
grant them, it will be poffible to diminifh 
the public charges; but this refource 1s 
not yet fixed, although it has already ptd- 
duced much. But the meatures, in the 
execution of which I have experienced re- 
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al obftacles, and open difaffeBtion, - my 
attempt to increafe the army to that degree 
of force, which is proportionate to our 1n- 
fluence ia Europe, and the expeditions 
which Iam preparing. : 

« Wecannot fupport our power we 
out a great minitary eftablifhment. We 
cannot remain formidab'e, unlefs we pre- 
fent to aftonifhed Europe a gigantic army. 
Military glory has raifed us to our prefent 
flation, and it is only by a difplay of nen 
Ty power that we can maintain ourleives 
jn it. 7 

“TL confefs, that for conftru€ting tis 
formidable fupport of our grandeur, I 
thought I perceived great faculties 10 the 
national charaéters, in the warhke talents 
of the French people, and in their thirfl 
of glory and conquet, which fuccefs on- 
ly ferves to ftimulate. In this, however, 
I have been a good dea! deceived. The 
conicription was at firlt effe€ted with 
fcarce any obftacie, but not without great 
murmurs; that inftitution, which pecul- 
iarly belonging to France, feems about to 
fail completely. There is no ardour in 
the youth, much indifpofition in the par- 
ents. The goverrment ought, theretore, 
to direét ail tis attention to en inquiry in- 
tothe caufes which have produced this ap- 
athy and refillance. Vigorous meafures 
are neceflary to remedy thofe evils, par- 
ticularly, if I ‘do rot fucceed in the efforts 
{ ftill intend to make in my journey for 
re-animating that warlike {pirit, which 
feems about to be extinguifhed. 

* IT muft next notice thofe feenes from 
which I have experienced an almofi equa! 
degree ot anxiety, which fortunately, 
however, beginto dimintth. I mean the 
crimes of everv kind which fome months 
ago fill affailed us. That frenzy of ven- 
geance and pillage has long given me great 
uneafinefs, and the f{pecial tribunals will 
never be able to proteft us from its at- 
tempts. Here | muft obferve that our 
judicial Organization is bad; the judges 
are too independent of the government. 
Their places ought not to be tor life, and 
we ought to poffefs more means of Rimula- 
ting th. m, when they are ina@tive or timid, 
or of punifhing them when they mifunder- 
fland their duty. The inflication of ju- 
ries, which [have oreferved out of refoed
